Dr.  Thomas  Howarth,  at  present  Senior  Lecturer  in  Architecture  at  the  Univer- 
sity of  Manchester,  has  been  appointed  Professor  and  Director  of  the  School  of 
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Architecture.  Dr.  Howarth  received  his  professional  education  in  architecture  and 
town-planning  at  the  University  of  Manchester  and  obtained  his  Ph.D.  degree  at 
Glasgow  University.  He  is  a Fellow  of  the  Royal  Institute  of  British  Architects.  In 
addition  to  teaching  at  Manchester,  where  he  has  been  since  1946,  his  is  design 
consultant  to  the  Grenfell  Baines  Group  of  Architects  of  Preston  and  Manchester. 

Douglas  G.  Andrews,  a Cambridge  graduate,  has  been  appointed  Associate 
Professor  of  Nuclear  Engineering  in  the  Department  of  Chemical  Engineering. 
Professor  Andrews  was  in  the  Royal  Naval  Scientific  Service  from  1939  to  1949.  He 
then  joined  the  Industrial  Group  of  the  U.K.  Atomic  Energy  Authority,  and  has 
worked  on  the  design  of  some  of  their  major  plants,  including  the  British  uranium 
diffusion  plant,  and  the  Calder  Hall  and  Dounreay  reactors.  He  will  be  in  charge 
of  training  graduate  students  in  the  nuclear  engineering  course  here.
